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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 ~ 8, drawn to electret fiber-containing reticle carrier, classified in class 
96 and 55, subclass 96/59,66,68; 55/Dig.5, Dig.39, Dig.59. 

II. Claims 9 ~ 16, drawn to reticle carrier article, classified in class 34, 355, subclass 
34/275,276,380; 355/72,53,73. 

III. Claims 17-27, drawn to debris trap article, classified in class 1 5,134,442, 
subclass 15/231; 134/6; 442/97,289,397. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are directed to related products. The related inventions 
are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have 
a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not 
overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious 
variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed Group I directs to 
reticle carrier with electret fibers, without sensors, Group II directs to a reticle carrier with 
structure limitations, in-line sensor, without electret fibers. Furthermore, the inventions as 
claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show 
them to be obvious variants. 

Inventions Group II and Group III are directed to an unrelated product and process. 
Product and process inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that the product cannot be used 
in, or made by, the process. See MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06. In the instant case, Group II 
directs to reticle carrier, Group III directs to debris trap. 

Inventions Group I and Group III are directed to an unrelated product and process. 
Product and process inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that the product cannot be used 
in, or made by, the process. See MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06. In the instant case, Group I 
directs to a reticle carrier, Group III directs to a debris trap, which can be anything such as 
vacuum cleaner. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Attorney Harris Scott on June 14, 2007 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
